LASHING HERBERT BISMARCK. 


The Pall Mall Gazette, referring to the cor- 
respondence between Count Herbert Bismarck 
and Sir Robert Morier, the British Ambassa- 
dor to Russia, in reference to the charges that 
the latter sent information to Marshal Ba- 
zaine of German military movements during 
the war of 1870, says it regrets that 
Count Herbert did not profit by the chance 
Sir Robert Morier gave him to behave like a 
gentleman and a man of honor. It is sorry 
his subterfuge discredits the name he bears. 
Emperor William, says the Gazette, cannot de- 
sire that his father’s friend should be insulted 
by Prince Bismarck’s son. It trusts the Em- 
peror will offer such apologies as are neces- 
sary to satisfy the sense of honor of the son 
and grandson of the most chivalrous gentie- 
man who ever lived. 

A RUDE RETORT. 

The Glode says: ‘‘Count Herbert Bismarck’s 
retort was as rude a one as ever one statesman 
made to another. He probably desired to em - 
ulate the example of Mr. Bayard, but his Im- 
tation was clumsy and without motive. 
He is either a statesman lacking the 
necessary manners to apologize for allow- 
ing himself to be egregiously befooled, 
or his credulity is deliberate, and he secretly 
approves of the rumor he started, and finds 
enjoywent in insult at the expense of anybody 
who is known to have been Emperor Fred- 
erick’s friend.

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BIS SCHOOL BOARD INVESTIGATION ENDS 
LIN His OWN 


A “Reformer’s” Methods as Developed by a 
Committee of Which He Was Chairmar— 
Charges Which Could Not Be Sustained-. 
President Judson Talks About Members 

‘Whe “Have Axes to Grmd.““ 


Tuo Investigation Committee of the School 
Board, appointed some three months ago on 
the motion of E. M. Bosley to investigate 
charges made dy that director of violation of 
the bDoard’s rules in the repair work 
on school bulldings, has about concludea 
ite labors. But the stone whith Mr. Bosley 
endeavored to cast upon the Building Com- 
mittee has fallen upon his own head. He was 
made Chairman of the Investigating Comm 
tee and was given the assistance of Charles 
W. Barstow, John R. Holmes, Jack 
P. Richardson and Wm. Koenig 
to assist in ferreting out the evils he 
claimed existed. The committee was called 


together from time to time to consider evi- 


dence produced on the subject matter of the 
resolution. Fornearly a month no sessions 
were held, and as the members of the com- 
mittee objected to longer delay Mr. Bosiey 
called a meeting for last Monday. The meet- 
ing was held, and about the only 
thing accomplished was the passage of 
a resolution under which future meetings 
were to be called subject to the will ot the 
majority. Such a call was issued for a meet- 
ing for yesterday and 
MR. BOSLEY WAS PERSONALLY SERVED 

with a notice. He did not appear in the after- 
noon, much to the disappointment of the 
other members, but they resolved to go on 
without bim. The repairs to the steam -heating 
in four schools, the Crow, Hodgen, Blair and 
Garfield, which Mr. Bosley had said were 
done in violation of the board’s rules, were 
considered by the committee and the investi- 
gation was carried on into the night. Bosley 


appeared atthe night session and before it 
was over the committee had come to acon- 
clusicn about its report. 

Instead of denouncing the Building Com- 
mittee, as Mr. Bosley has given out they 
would do, the committee will repudiate Mr. 
Reformer Bosley, ana in all probability will 
do so in vigorous language. 

They have come to the conclusion that an 
investigation of contracts let from 
1882 to 1887 for steam heating and 
Mr. Bosley’s connection therewith would be 
a much more profitable branch of inguiry. 

Mr. Bosley, in addition to his iabors as 
School Direetor, has a connection with A. 
Siegel Gas Fixture Co. This . company, 
from 1882 incoming of 
the reform Board, accord- 
ing to several of the directors had a monopoly 
ot the steam fitting work of the schools. No 
other company, firm or individual could get 
the work and after many futile attempts they 
ceased to bid, leaving a clear field to the Sie- 
Kell @o. Since the Building Committee, 
against which the. charges of Mr. Bos- 
ley were leveled, was appointed the 
Siegel Co. has done no work ſor the board. 
These facts have been developed by the in- 
vestigation, and as a result the Investigation 
Committee, disgusted with the whole matter, 
is anxious to end the inquiry. 

O. W. BARSTOW 
of that committee was asked this morning 
what the committee had found in its investi- 
gation. Flle said: ‘‘After these months of 
inquiry and sifting of all the charges that 
have been presented to us, we have come to 
the conclesion that there has been no mis- 
appropriation of the board’s funds in any way 
by the Building Committee; that the 
expenditures for repairs have not been 
excessive in r and that all the 
work done has been done in a vorkmanlike 
and satisfactory manner. We are forced to 
that conelusion by the testimony which we 
have taken. Mr. Bosiey is an expert in steam 
fitting, and we laid every bill before 
him asking him at the same 
time the direct question ‘Is there anything 
excessive in that?’ He replied evary time, 
‘No, the bill is moderate.’ He did not charge 
thatthe work had been improvidently or ex- 
travagantiy done or that it had been imper- 
fectly done, but he did charge 
the work on the Crow, 
Blair and Garfield Schoois 
let in violation gor 
which requires a contract on every job of over 
$100. That work amounted to thousands of 
dollars, and was done by a special arrange- 
ment with John Goudin, Mayham, Kupferle 
Bros. and the St. Louis Steam Heating Co. 
The work shad to be done rapidly, and a 
bullding was given to each with the 
understanding that the board was to have the 
trade discounts on materials and was to be 
charged only union prices for actual labor. 
The men who did this work testified last night 
that they could not have done the work as 
cheaply as they did if they had done it 
uhder contract. Further than that the board 
formally approved of the action of the com- 
mittee inthe matter. If the rule was violated 
then it was violated by the board and that 
body certainly has the right to suspend its own 
rules. 

What was the motive of Bosley in moving 
this investigation?’’ 

He had a personal motive. He is, I undor- 
stand employed by a firm of steam-fitters who 
upto a year ago did all the work for the 
beard. Since the appointment of the com- 
mittee he has been so zealously tUghting: his 
company has had no work from the board. 
This is the only explanation I can give, but it 
seems to be the explanation. 

JOHN HOLMES, 
another member of the Investigating Com- 
mittee, said: ‘‘The investigation was called 
for by Mr. Bosley out of revenge. I can see 
no other motive. He charged the misappro- 
priation of school repairfunds by the Build- 
Committee, but we have been unable 
avy misappropriation. We have 
that Mr. osley’s company has 
had none of the steam -fitting repairs for over 
avear, though from 1882 to that time Mr. 
Miller sald, last night, they did $34,000 of that 
work. The best steam-fitting houses in the 
city—N.©. Nelson Manufacturing Co., Kup- 
ferle Bros., John Goodin, St. Outs Steam 
Heating Co. and Mayham—who are thor- 
Oughly responsible and reliable, could 
not «et a chance to ‘do the work 
before the committee, which Mr. Bosley at- 
tacked, took hold. They would bid on the 
work, and find always that Siegel was under 
them. — have told me that Bosley’s firm 
did the work at those low figures, and yet 
made money. In our investigation we did 
not find any justification for Mr. * © 
charges, and really there was very littie like- 
é any truth in them. It 
was a splendid workiag committee, and in- 
cluded men who were entirely above sus- 
icion. Neither Mr. Miller, Mr. O'Connor, 

r. ler, Mr. Loler, Mr. Parle nor Mr. 
Kalser were open to suspicion. They are men

A Diver Drowned.

CLARENCE GALEY’S SUICIDE. 


A Young Lady in St. Louls Who Can Throw 
Light on the Matter. 


A telegram from Ohioago tells that Clarence 
P. Galey, a reporter on the Chicago Mail, shot 
and mortally wounded himself last night in 
his room at 244 Ohio street, About 6 o’clock 
in the evening Mrs. Paterson, the keeper of 
the boarding- house, where Galey had a room, 
heard a pistol shot and asked one of her 
boarders to go into Galey’s room to see 


what the cause of it was. The 
entieman entered the room and found 
aley lying onthe floor with a wound in his 
right temple from which the blood . poured 
profusely. Arevolver lay by his side with 
one chamber empty. Galey was unconscious, 
though alive, but the physicians who were 
summoned at once saw he could not live ae 
than afew hours at most, and. at 10:30 14 
he died. Galey’s parents ‘live at Crawfords- 
ville, Ind. He was educated at Wabash Col- 
lege in Chicago and then went West for a trip. 
en he left college he became the editor of 
— — News of Crawfordsville and then of the 
y Review, but about a year ago he sold out 
22 in interest ana went to Seattle, W. T., where 
he invested his savings. He failed there, 
however, and then went to Chicago. 

No one could aséign a shadow of a reason at 
first for the suicide, but a half-finished tele- 
gram that lay on his dresser covered with 
blood that poured out from his wound before 
he fell gave the first intimation of why Galey 
had taken histife. It was addressed to Miss 
Emma OC. Stearns, 2726 Dickson street, St. 
Louis, Mo. What he had intended to say no 
one knows for he had only written, III 
send you—’’ and stopped. ‘‘Disappointed in 
love’’ was the verdict of those who saw the 
unfinished message that Galey had written 
just before his desth. 

Miss Stevens is a handsome yonng lady of 
about 20 years, who is spending the holidays 
with the family of Mr. George E. Arndt, at 
2726 Dickson street. She was much depressed 
by the announcement of Galey’s death. She 
said she had known him fortwo years. They 
met in Cincinnati and Galey has been 8 
to her ever since he has known her.

That was a shameful story of dishonor- 
able conduct on the part of two men who 
must, unfortunately, be classed as mem- 
bers. of. the newspaper fraternity, told in 
our dispatches from the State capital yes- 
terday. : 

The publication of the Governor’s mes-

SMITH’S justification of his part in the 
transaction by the statement that he tele- 
graphed the meseage and also telegraphed 
the pledge to his chief throws the bur- 
den of the disgrace upon JONES.

BREAKING THE AGREEMENT MADE BY THE 
Bons LAST DECEMBER, — 


The Migsouri Pacific and the Rock Island 
Cut From Kansas City to Pueblo, Col.— | 
sh Holders of American Railway 
‘Demanding Information—A 

Powerful Syndicate—Kailroad News,

New Ton. January 4.,—The preliminary 
rate agreement that was entered into by the 
presidents of the Granger and Southwestern 
railroads on December 1 went into effect on 
January 1. The managers of a number of the 
roads agree that, so far as it relates to pas- 
senger traffic, the agreement was promptly 
broken on January 2 by the Missouri Pacific 
Co. It is sald to have cut the rate from Kan- 
sas City to Pueblo from $18.25 to $15, and at 
least one of the other roads running between 
those points at once met thecut. The road 
that claims to have discovered ‘the cut 
and has followed gun is the Rock 


Island. There was enough interest in Wall 
street in the matter for sqme ope to inquire 
at the executive offices of the Missouri Pacific 
in this city for details of transaction. 
Acting President George J. Gonld said he 
knew nothing about it, but would find out. 
This is the answer he received from First 
Vico-President and General Manager Clark at 
St. Louis: 

‘‘Our passenger department here bas no in- 
formation whatever regarding any cot in 
Pueblo rates. Do not believe there is any 
truth in the report. 4 investigate and ad- 
vise you soon as possib 

Later advices from 8 were that the 
managers of the Rock Island Denver exten- 
sion were conducting their business upon the 
assumption thatthe Missouri Pacific people 
had cut the rate to Pueblo. The amount of 

traffic involved in the fightis probably not 
large, hence the * value of the episode 
is ‘ag an Illustration of the present methods of 
conducting the business. A moath ago no 
particular attention would have been paid to a 
cut in rates of the magnitude of this one, 
but not only Wall but every 
investor in the country is watch- 
ing every development in the manage- 
ment of the trunk lines west of Chicago and 
St. Louis with commendable closeness. The 
people who own the railroads are beginning to 
take a deeper aud more active interest in their 
respective properties than ever before, and 
it is not to their credit that they have waited 
until ruin stares them in the face before they 
began to appreciate theirrights. The chances 
are that the Pueblo passenger matter will be 
fixed up before any serious damage has been 
done, butit is unfortunate for the Western 
railroad m agers, that ithas occurred as it 
helps to confirm the impression thatis con- 
stantly growing in the mind of the public that 
the worst that has deen said ot those mana- 
gers is true.

Protesting English Stockholdets. 


NEW YORK, January 4.—The Times says: 
The holders of American rallway securities 
are showing their agitation more and more 
daily. The pace was set by the sensational 


move of tae English holders of St. Paul stock 
afew months ago, when atapublic indigna- 
tion meeting in London they asked influential 
banking Ronuses to receive scattered stock in 
trust to make concerted demands for better 
management. Many corporations have felt a 
similar pressure since then, though for the 
most part the movements of the tired and 
combining shareholders have been conducted 
too guietiy fur much public attention. The 
same state of things as excited St. Paul secur- 
ity holders is impelling the holders of the 
securities of other roads to organize for an 
investigation of existing conditions, and, it 
possible, to exercise direct influence upon 
managerial policy. In this line the law firm 
of Dunning & Fowler of 67 Wall street, acting 
at the instance of large owners of the stock of 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway, 
made a demand last week upon the New York 
Register and Fiscal Agency of that company,for 
an opportunity to examine the Rock Island’s 
transier books and stockhelders’ list. To 
this demand James 8. Cowing, Assistant 
Treasurer of the Rock Island company. re- 

lied simply that no list of stockhoiders ex- 

sted here, the transfer books and stock 
ledger being kept at Chicago.. Upon the re- 
ceiptef this notice Dunning & Fowler at once 
addressed a letterjto the Rock Island tVice- 
David Dows of this city. It 
was an interesting letter. Some of its para- 
graphs were not all pleasant. There were, 
indeed, intimations in the letter that while 
Mr. Dows is known of all men as an honorable 
man some of hiscorporation associates are not 
so happily situated. 

Yesterday Mr. Dows answered Dunning & 
Fowler’s letter by stating that under the law 
of Illinois it was necessary that the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific should maintain an 
office within that State at which should be 
kept for public inspection certain records, 
among them the stock transfer book. The 
Application of Dunning & Fowler to inspect 
this book in New York was the first made in 
many years. If the firm desire 06 examine it, 
it would be necessary to make the application 
at the general office. Mr. Dows then 
eaid, almost in so may words, that 
his associates were as good as 
he was and he did not propose 
to have them abused over his shoulder. un- 
ning & Fowler will now apply to the Chicago 
office for the information they failed to get 
bereand in case they meet with obstacles 
they will appeal to the courts for an order to 
compel the company’s officers to provide 
the facts sought. The clients represented 
compose the Wall street firm oi Culbert, 
Crane & Seabry, large holders of Rock Island 
stock in their own right and? for others.
